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Police in search for 
hit-and-run driver 


One victim has lost his legs after car smashed into him as he changed a tyre

A POPULAR footballer has had to 
have both his legs amputated at the 
knee after being hit by a car while 
helping his friend change a flat tyre. 

Shaun Whiter, 27, had parked his 
car at the side of Dullingham Road, 
near Newmarket, at 10.55pm on 
Friday when a Ford Focus ploughed 
into his legs, pinning him to his car. 

The driver of the Focus then re¬ 
versed and drove off. 

Prior to the incident, Joey Abbs - 
a long-time friend of Shaun’s - had 
been driving along Dullingham 
Road towards his home in New¬ 
market when the tyre on his silver 
Vauxhall Astra burst. 

He parked at the side of the road 
and phoned Shaun for help. 

Shaun, who plays for Newmar¬ 
ket Town FC, drove from his house 
at Burrough Green, but as he stood 
at the back of his black BMW 320, 
the Focus ran into his legs, crushing 
them. 

The impact shunted the BMW

forwards, jamming Joey’s legs be¬ 
tween the two cars. 

Jessica Way, the sister of Shaun’s 
fiancee, Charlotte, said Joey was 
able to drag himself to Shaun and 
held his hand until emergency ser¬ 
vices arrived. 

Both men were taken to Adden- 
brooke’s where Shaun was operated 


on overnight, his legs amputated at 
the knees. Both men are still in hos¬ 
pital. 

Ms Way told the News : “Shaun’s 
going to be in hospital for quite a 
lot longer. He’s moved from critical 
care to a more stable ward now. 

“It’s very emotional and shock¬ 
ing. Charlotte and Shaun are due to 


marry in July next year in Burrough 
Green Church. 

“He’s a very keen sportsman. He’s 
been an Ironman competitor and 
does triathlons. He plays golf and 
goes skiing. He’s very outgoing and 
popular. He loves his family and fi¬ 
ancee.” 

Shaun, who has raised thousands 
of pounds for charity over the years, 
thanked people for their support by 
posting a statement on social me¬ 
dia. 

He said: “Without them I don’t 
know where I would be. We are 100 
per cent fighting to get out of this 
place and will be with you shortly, 
but again, please keep the visiting 
up - we love it.” 

Police and the families of both 
men are urging the driver of the Fo¬ 
cus to come forward. 

Ms Way said: “The driver would 
have known that they’d hit some¬ 
one. We want to get any informa¬ 
tion from anyone who may know 
about the Ford Focus.” 

Joey’s injuries are less severe than 
Shaun’s, but his brother Mark said 
one of Joey’s legs was in ‘bad shape’. 


Joey plays football for Cambridge 
City FC and used to play for Soham 
Town Rangers. 

Robbie Nightingale, joint man¬ 
ager of Soham Town Rangers, said 
he was “one of the nicest guys you 
could ever wish to meet.” 

He added: “He’s a great guy. I 
couldn’t speak more highly of him. 
Anything we or the football club can 
do we will do, because he would be 
the first to help anyone else.” 

Pc Ian Masters, of Cambridgesh¬ 
ire police, said: “This was a serious 
collision and has sadly resulted in 
life-changing injuries for the driver 
of the BMW. I am particularly keen 
to speak to the driver of the Ford 
Focus who did not remain at the 
scene.” 

Shaun’s family and friends 
are now hoping to raise around 
£120,000 for him. 

More than £19,000 has already 
been raised.

‘Positivity high’ 
at Ely College 


STUDENTS and staff at Ely 
College are being “over¬ 
whelmingly positive” about 
the changes taking place.

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emit a new principal and the 
trust has also said it will be 
making some immediate in¬ 
vestment in the college site, 
including new toilets and re¬ 
decorating. 

Mr Spencer said: “This is 
an exciting time for Ely Col¬ 
lege. The college already has 
many strengths that will un¬ 
doubtedly blossom as we ce¬ 
ment our partnership with a 
number of experienced and 
successful local academies. 
The students and communi¬ 
ty have been overwhelming¬ 
ly positive about the changes 
taking place.” 

CMAT has been working 
with the college, which is 


currently in ‘special meas¬ 
ures’, since March following 
negotiations with the De¬ 
partment for Education and 
the school’s former sponsor, 
CfBT Schools Trust, with the 
aim of rapidly improving the 
school. 

Mr Spencer said: “We 
understand that this jour¬ 
ney will take time but with 
CMAT’s proven systems and 
partnerships in place, we are 
confident that the college 
will make good progress and 
provide its students with the 
high quality education they 
deserve.” 

Among the changes is the 
introduction of three-year 
GCSEs, meaning Year 8 stu¬ 
dents will begin some of 
their GCSE courses in Sep¬ 
tember.

A NEW postmaster is being 
sought to run Ely Post Office, Ely 
News can confirm. 

Post Office Ltd has had to 
appoint a temporary postmaster 
to run the branch, located in the 
Costcutter store in Market Street, 
"due to a private contractual 
matter involving the previous 
postmaster". 

As a result, the opening hours 
have been reduced and the 
branch is now open Monday to 
Saturday from 9am-5.30pm until 
a permanent new postmaster is 
found. 

The new main-style branch 
with extended opening hours 
only opened in December 2014. 

Before that, the city's post 
office had been operating from 
a portable building in Newnham 
Street car park for more than 
12 months - something which 
attracted much criticism from 
local people. 

A spokeswoman for Post 
Office Ltd said: "A temporary 
postmaster was appointed in 
May to operate Ely Post Office. 

"The post office is currently 
open Monday to Saturday 9am- 
5.30pm."

Exhibition on 
housing plans 


CONTENTIOUS plans to 
build new homes on Ely’s 
Barton Road car park are to 
be the focus of a three-day 
public exhibition. 

In December East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
applied - to itself - to build 
a terrace of six town houses 
and five apartments on an 
area of the long-stay car 
park, which is in the city’s 
conservation area. 

The authority plans to 
manage and deliver the de¬ 
velopment through its Local 
Authority Trading Company, 
and says building the new 
homes is a good way of rais¬ 
ing income through the use 
of “under utilised land”. 

But the proposals have 
sparked fury from locals, 
who say the new homes will 
destroy part of Ely’s heritage 

- and views of the cathedral 

- and that Ely cannot afford 
to lose any of its parking 
spaces. 

The council has also re¬ 
cently decided to move 
coach parking spaces from 
Barton Road to Lancaster 
Way Business Park in order 
to compensate for coach 
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spaces that will be lost if the 
council’s proposals are ap¬ 
proved. 

The move is going to cost 
the council £6,500 a year. 

The council has now or¬ 
ganised a public exhibition 
to be held at Ely Library from 
Thursday, July 21 to Satur¬ 
day, July 23 to enable resi¬ 
dents and organisations to 
find out more about the Bar¬ 
ton Road development - and 
have their say. 

James Palmer, leader of 
the council, said: “The exhi¬ 
bition is a really important 
opportunity for us to inform 
our residents and to show 
them that the proposed de¬ 
velopment is a well consid¬ 
ered project, with much to 
be gained from. 

“It will also help to dem¬ 
onstrate that public views 
have been fully considered 
by the council. For example, 
by adding a coach drop-off 
and pick-up point to the Bar¬ 
ton Road site plans, and by 
providing temporary coach 


parking at Lancaster Way 
Business Park until the dis¬ 
trict leisure centre complex 
on Downham Road has been 
completed with permanent 
coach parking. 

“These drop-off/pick up 
points are in addition to the 
two that are already located 
and in use in The Gallery. 

“By visiting the exhibition, 
residents will be able to get 
a good feel for how the de¬ 
velopment would be carried 
out in three clear phases, 
and we hope very much that 
the exhibition will give resi¬ 
dents a greater understand¬ 
ing of the development as a 
whole, including the many 
ways it would benefit the 
district.” 

The exhibition will be 
open from 9.30am-7pm on 
Thursday, 9.30am-5pm on 
Friday and 9.30am-4pm on 
Saturday.

Leisure centre 
is a step closer 


MAMMOTH plans to build 
a new leisure centre in Ely 
have been approved - sub¬ 
ject to a £1.5 million grant 
being provided by Sport 
England. 

At East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s full council 
meeting last week, members 
approved the proposals and 
costs put forward by Mace, 
the project managers em¬ 
ployed by the council to pro¬ 
gress the scheme. 

The preferred contractors 
to build the new leisure cen¬ 
tre, which has been in the 
pipeline for years, is a com¬ 
pany called Pellikaan. 

The preferred contractors 
to operate the new facilities 
on the council’s behalf once 
it opens are GLL - a large 
trust, operating at 222 sites 
on behalf of 45 local author¬ 
ity or similar clients, includ¬ 
ing Cambridge City Council. 

The multi-million pound 
new centre will be built on 
land off the A10 in Downham 
Road, Ely, close to where a 
new Cineworld and restau¬ 
rant compex is currently be¬ 
ing built. 
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Ely’s existing Paradise 
Pool, which the council says 
has an “ageing structure and 
is too small to meet the de¬ 
mand for water space in the 
district”, will close when the 
new district leisure centre 
opens. 

However, Paradise Pool 
will continue to operate 
during the build, as usual, 
and existing staff will move 
over to the new site when it 
opens. 

The new leisure centre 
will boast an eight lane 25m 
swimming pool, a learner 
pool with moveable floor, a 
health and fitness suite with 
120 stations, two activity 
studios, a four court sports 
hall and a 3G artificial grass 
pitch. 

The council says the new 
centre will be self-financing 
and is not being funded by 
the council taxpayer. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chair¬ 
man of commercial services 
at the council, said: “I’m de¬ 


lighted that we can now be¬ 
gin this very exciting build. 

“This leisure centre will of¬ 
fer something for the whole 
community. 

“It is vital that we give our 
residents the chance to take 
part in sporting activities 
and exercise so that they can 
enjoy good health as well as 
fun leisure time.” 

Cllr Hobbs added: “The 
current leisure centre was 
designed with a much small¬ 
er population in mind. We 
now have a growing district, 
due to the success of the 
area, and so are desperately 
in need of the new centre. 

“It is wonderful news that 
we will now be able to pro¬ 
vide such greatly improved 
facilities to meet the de¬ 
mands of the whole district.” 

Work is expected to start 
in September 2016 with the 
aim of the facilities opening 
in early 2018.

Hospital care: 
an update 

I AM writing in response to letters in 
your newspaper from your readers 
concerned about the future of 
Doddington hospital. 

I would like to reassure your 
readers that the Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Clinical Commissioning 
Group is actively seeking a new 
provider for the outpatient services. 

As some of your readers may 
know, Cambridgeshire Community 
Services NHS Trust have given notice 
to the CCG that they intend to cease 
providing outpatient services at 
Doddington Community Hospital, the 
Princess of Wales Hospital in Ely and 
North Cambs Hospital in Wisbech. 
This was to take effect from June 
2016, but CCS has agreed to extend 
this until 31 March 2017. 

Cambridgeshire Community 
Services mostly provide the nursing 
and administrative support for these 
services, with the consultants visiting 
from local acute hospitals. We have 
already made arrangements with the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital for the 
continuation of endoscopy, bladder 
scanning and phlebotomy clinics at 
North Cambs Hospital in Wisbech. 

We are still working to find a long 
term provider for the clinics at 
Doddington and Ely and fully expect 
to secure this before the end of 
March. 

For now, these services are 
continuing as before. We are working 
with local GPs to increase their use 
of the community clinics over the 
coming months as well to ensure 
these clinics are fully utilised for local 



residents.

NATURE 

Project is protecting and increasing Barn Owls 


A PROjECT is resulting in an increase 
in Barn Owls in the Ely area by recre¬ 
ating a connected habitat across the 
Ouse Washes Landscape. 

The scheme, a partnership be¬ 
tween the Ouse Washes Landscape 
Partnership and the Barn Owl Con¬ 
servation Network, has seen research 
being undertaken to establish the lo¬ 
cations of existing boxes and poten¬ 


tially suitable new nest box sites at 
regular 1km intervals throughout the 
landscape. 

Existing boxes are monitored un¬ 
der the necessary Natural England 
Disturbance Licence for Barn Owls 
by a team of volunteers trained as 
part of the project. 

The Barn Owls are also ringed and 
their details recorded including wing 


feather length (which determines 
age), weight and condition of the 
bird. These results are being reported 
annually. 

Since the start of the project in 
2014, 35 new nest boxes have been 
installed filling in any gaps in the 
landscape and replacing any existing 
sites due to be demolished, such as 
those in old barns.

July tax payments 

HMRC will shortly be issuing tax 
demands to self-assessment taxpayers, 
asking for the second ‘payment on 
account’ for the 2015/16 tax year. As 
these interim payments are based on 
the previous year’s tax liability, there 
is scope for some taxpayers to seek 
to have these payments reduced. 
Those that have seen a drop in 
their income, higher expenses, or 
other changes in their circumstances 
should review their likely tax position 
for 2015/16, to see if they can claim 
to reduce their payments on account. 
The claim to reduce can be made by 
completing form SA303, available 
from the HMRC website. 

While any excess will ultimately be 
repaid by HMRC once the final tax 
return has been completed, those 
reviewing their tax position early get 
the cash flow benefit of not letting 
HMRC look after their money for 
6 months. 

PAYE coding notices 

The current 2016/17 tax year 
sees wide-ranging changes to tax 
on dividends and savings income. 
Many PAYE taxpayers have been 
issued with coding notices, including 
adjustments to attempt to collect tax 
on this income. As these adjustments 
will be based on estimates, coding 
notices should be reviewed carefully, 
to make sure that they are appropriate. 
If changes are necessary, HMRC 
are able to correct these over the 
telephone, or by using an email form 
available on HMRC’s website.

The social dilemma that 
autonomous drivers face 



NEW AUDI A2: Quattro options are on the way too 


D ecisions decisions - 
with the advancement of 
autonomous technology, 
the cars we drive could be 
making choices every day about 
which lane to be in, how fast to 
travel, and which route to take 
home. 

But what happens in the event 
of a potential accident? What 
happens if a car is faced with 
the option of saving itself and 
its occupants, knowing the only 
way to do this might be to hit a 
pedestrian? 

Or - it could avoid the 
pedestrian but put its driver and 
passengers at risk by swerving 
into oncoming traffic? 

It's an interesting question and 
one that has been the subject of 
a new study. 

Top-selling journal Science 
published its findings, based on a 
survey of 1,928 US residents, in a 
report named The Social Dilemma 
of Autonomous Vehicles'. 

The study showed most people 
think an autonomous vehicle (AV) 
should sacrifice its passengers to 
minimise harm in an emergency, 
by doing things like swerving to 
avoid a group of pedestrians. 

However, the subjects also said 
they would rather be a passenger 
in an autonomous vehicle that 
protected them no matter what, 
even if it meant putting other 


motorists or pedestrians at risk. 

The study, authored by 
Jean-Francois Bonnefon, Azim 
Shariff and lyad Rahwan said: 
"Autonomous vehicles should 
reduce traffic accidents, but 
they will sometimes have to 
choose between two evils, such 
as running over pedestrians or 
sacrificing themselves and their 
passenger to save the pedestrians. 


"We found that participants 
in six Amazon Mechanical Turk 
studies approved of utilitarian AVs 
(that is, AVs that sacrifice their 
passengers for the greater good) 
and would like others to buy 
them, but they would themselves 
prefer to ride in AVs that protect 
their passengers at all costs." 

The study also showed that 
respondents did not approve of 


regulations which made self- 
sacrifice mandatory, and that 
such regulations would make 
them less inclined to purchase 
an AV. 

The study highlights an 
interesting moral dilemma 
surrounding the development of 
AVs - one that will need to be 
solved before they can enter the 
mainstream market en masse.

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FOOTBALL: Spotlight on former Ely City player 

A taxing task, but ‘Midge’ tells 
the story of his football career

A HOLIDAY to Egypt for most 
people might include a tour of the 
Pyramids, a trip down the Nile or 
simply lazing about by the pool at 
a hotel resort. 

Not for Steve Green though, with 
the former striker setting aside his 
time on his break to start work on 
a book chronicling his four decade- 
plus football career. 

Six years later, the result is his 
recently-published Ely's Midge 
Green: The story of a six-foot-four 
centre forward in a five-foot-nine 
body, covering his formative years 
as a 12-year-old with Ely Crusaders’ 
colts team right up until his final 
game aged 53 for Littleport Town. 

“I thought quite a while ago 
I’d like to write a book about my 
so-called memoirs, then about 
six years ago we went on holiday 
to Egypt and I thought ‘right, I’m 
going to write it now’,” said Green. 

“All the records I had, I took to 
Egypt with me and I started writing, 
in longhand, and sweat was drip¬ 
ping on the paper! 

“I got quite a lot done then and 
my records weren’t complete, so it 
wasn’t until I had a heart operation 
and was off work for six months that 
I had the time to come to Ely library 
and scan through the microfiche 
of newspapers to get the rest of the 
stuff I needed.” 

Heart surgery, breaking his collar¬ 
bone twice in the space of five games 
and one or two “violent incidents” 
did nothing to quell Green’s desire 
to play the sport he loved though, 
which goes a long way to explaining 
his longevity in the game. 

This is despite his diminutive 
stature - hence the subtitle of the 
book - which Green admits held 
him back during the early days in 
youth football. 

Yet having initially got into the sport 
through a neighbour who played for 
Soham, Green’s career took in spells 
with the Cmsaders, Cambridge City, 
Ely City, Soham, Gamlingay United 
and the separate spells with Littleport, 
to name but a few. 

And while he did not quite make 
it to the professional level, he did 
have the opportunity to represent 
his country through work as part of 
the Inland Revenue’s team, having 
impressed for the Cambridge Taxes 
side. 

“There was a thing where you 
could apply and I did,” said Green. 

“I knew it was a good standard, 
so I had no expectation of getting 
in, but then from the Cambridge 
Taxes team, we had a Somerset 
House Cup quarter-final match at 
Chiswick, which is the Civil 
Service’s home ground. 

“Although we lost 6-5, I scored 
four and the bloke on the London 


Taxes team was part of the national 
team set-up, so I got in through that. 

“I scored five on my debut, we 
won 16-0 and it went on from 
there.” 

That debut display set the tone 
for a career which saw Green net 
54 times in 52 appearances for the 
Inland Revenue, helping them lift 
the Lewis Cup - the Civil Service 
Sports Council’s most prestigious 
football competition - five times. 

He replaced former Leeds 
United forward Rod Belfitt in the 
team and played alongside Welsh 
striker David Taylor, who famously 
won the European Golden Boot in 
1994 while playing for Porthmadog. 

Green even got to represent the 
Civil Service side on one occasion 
against the Royal Navy in Portsmouth, 
coming on as a half-time substitute. 

Yet that was as memorable for a 
post-match incident when he was 
trying to make his way back home. 

“The ridiculous thing afterwards 
was I said to the officials I could 
get back to Cambridge by train, but 
couldn’t get a connection so could I 
have £15 for a taxi?” recalled Green. 

“They told me it was against Civil 
Service rules to pay for taxis, but 
said they could pay up to £50 for me 
to stay in a hotel. 

“I said ‘that’s ridiculous!’ but they 
said ‘rules are rules’, which knowing 
the Civil Service as everyone does is 


just typical! 

“I told them it would be £45 for a 
hotel, so they had a big pile of money, 
gave me £45, and I came back and 
got a lift back to Ely!” 

Green finally called time on 
his career three years ago with an 
emotional return to Littleport, where 
he had previously been part of the 
team which won Cambridgeshire 
County League 2B in 1995. 

A desire to prove his current 
home village of Gamlingay’s 
reserves wrong for denying him 


the chance to play for them due 
to his age led to him returning to 
Littleport, although his only goal 
for them saw him manage to injury 
himself in the process. 

“I came on as sub, took a penalty 
almost immediately and scored, 
but pulled my hamstring. So 
instead of running back to the half¬ 
way line I just limped off the pitch,” 
said Green. 

“My final game was on my 53rd 
birthday against Comberton and I 
hit their centre-half really hard in 


the opening minutes. 

“He said ‘how old are you?’ and I 
said ‘old enough, sonny!’ trying to 
scare him, but it didn’t work. 

“It must be fate that it fell on my 
53rd birthday, so that was it.” 

Green’s tales of playing mainly for 
the love of the game will no doubt 
resonate with thousands of foot¬ 
ballers up and down the country. 

Now 56, he still manages to turn 
out occasionally for the Eastern 
Counties veterans team and is 
eager for readers to understand 
how much football has given him 
down the years. 

“Most of it is positive, but even the 
negatives you learn from,” said Green. 
“You get an injury or an illness, or 
don’t get in the team and want to fight 
to get into the team. 

“I read once how sport and games 
encapsulate life, but in a very short 
space of time. 

“You have to learn about things 
happening to you which are not 
so good, things happening which 
are good, winning, losing, making 
decisions, and I think that’s why 
they’re healthy for people. 

“I just want people to read it and 
hopefully enjoy it.”
